Fi- 
nally the Aunt, (Mrs. C. Jones,) who is all influential in the disposal 
of her niece, disapproves of the marriage of the foolish and mercenary 
Cornelius Cramcalf, with her niece, and the lady is united to T'rimbush, 
(Thorne.) The only use of Old Quizby, (W. Beunett,) is to perplex 
the foolish lover by the personation of the Uncle. The occasion for 
the title of Sparrow Shooting is, merely that the Uncle, (Bartley,) is 
fond of that sport. The piece was short, and the audience appeared 
to think it not worth their labour either to express approbation or dis- 
ee and in truth they were right. —The house was numerously 
attended. 


Kings Cheatre. 

Last night Mereadante’s Opera of Donna Caritea, produced on the 
previous evening for Lalande’s benefit, was repeated. The Plot has 
more meaning than that of many Operas, and may be briefly told 
thus :—Donna Caritea, Queen of Spain (Madame Lalande,) refuses 
her hand to Don Alfonso, King of Portugal, (Signor Donzelli) who, 
however, determines to obtain it by force, and consequently invades 
Spain. Caritea is in danger of perishing from the breaking of a bridge 
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over the Tagus, but is rescued by Don Diego, (Madame Malibran) 
who had been outlawed for some political offences. Caritea does not 
recognize him, and in gratitude for her preservation gives him the 
command of her armies. The Spaniards are defeated, and Caritea 
forgives his former offences, and rewards him with her hand and a 
share of her throne. ‘The music of this Opera very closely resem- 
bles some of its composer's former works, and is decidedly of the Ro- 
sini school ; much of it is, however, very pretty, and was exquisitely 
sung by Lalande, Melibran and Donzelli ; still we do not think Donna 
Caritea, will become a favourite.
